Much of 
the increase is due to the revival of the 
herring fishery and the resumption of the 
export trade in pickled herrings. 


| ARDGLASS. 

The presence of the curers at Ardglass is of 
considerable advantage during the season to 
the “local fishenmen, while Scottish steam 
drifters made Ardglass their headquarters 
during the time that curing was in operation. 
yg found a ready outlet for their product

the earnings of the local herring fishing boats 
during a season averaged 
nobbies at Ardglass and £500 for the luggers 
- Kilkeel. In the case oí the oo pus win 
the gross earnings were proportionately higher, 
.and ranged from £1,000 to £2,000 for the 
season. 

During the past few seasons all the avail- 
able space around Ardglass was occupied as 
curing plots, and the provision of additional 
accommodation for this growing industry is 
becoming a pressing necessity. Recently, with 
the assistance of the Northern Government, 
which has now taken over from the British 
Government al] matters relating to fishing in 
Northern waters, some improvements have 
been made in Ardglass harbours, but many 
competent judges are of the opinion that, 
with the increase in the industry, it will be 
ne to establish a new fishing port at 
Killough, where, it is stated, a better harbour 
and greater accommodation on shore can be 
provided. 4 

THE STEAM DRIFTERS. 

When the herring fishing collapses at Shet- 
land and other Scottish ports, a large number 
of steam drifters arrive in the Irish sea. Last 
year no less than 141 individual steam drifters 
janded catches at Ardglass during the season, 
of which the majority were Scottish. At 
Ardglass last year the number of barrels of 
herrings cured was 17,665 for export and 970 
for home consumption. This year about 
50,000 barrels were cured. Most of those 
~ egg at mg car ornare fresh, and 
the portion kippered last year comprised 
24,000 boxes, oe weighing 14 Ibs. Only 235 
barrels were cured for export. The total 
value of the herring harvest this season is 
estimated at £60,000, 


. SPREADING THE NEWS.

These tele- 
grame are posted up on notice boards provided 
or the purpose. e information is of mutual 
benefit to the ports, and. of assistance to 
fishermen in enabling them to locate t 
movements of herring shoals in the channel. 
It also serves as a guide to buyers and assists 
the regulation of market prices. 


| IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

At this time of the year the principal fish 
caught around the Northern coast are plaice, 
cod, haddock and whiting. Notwithstanding 
this thriving fishing industry in Northern 
waters, it is a remarkable thing that 
nearly 4,000 tons of fresh fish come into 
Belfast from the , Scottish fish port, 
Aberdeen, while a large portion of the fish 
eguaht within 40 miles of Belfast is sent to 

lasgow. The explanation given by the 
Belfast merchants is that a more steady 
supply can be obtained from Aberdeen; but 
this does not seem an adequate reason why 
the local fish should not be used as far as 
possible, particularly as the local fish can

WEYMOUTH, Monday. 
The story of the sinking of the French 
barque Eugene Schneider, with her 
. Captain, second officer, and twenty-two 
men ‘out of a total crew of twenty-eight, 


Burutu in the English Channel, was told 
to me this afternoon at Weymouth by the 
four solé survivors of the wreck. 
The collision occurred at 11.30 on 
Christmas Night, thirty miles south-west 
of St. Catherine's Point, Isle of Wight. 
The French barque, a three-master, was on 
the last stage of @#.voyage which. had 
already lasted seventy-seven» days, from 
Manoka, West Africa, to Ghent, in 
Belgium, while the British steamer was 
proceeding down the Channel, bound for 
West Africa, with a general cargo, from 
Hamburg. , 

THE ONLY SURVIVORS. 
The collision -oceurred with startling 
| suddenness, the barque being struck amid- 
ships. The two vessels were locked 
together, and for a moment there appeared 
every hope of all the sailors on the barque 
getting on board the English steamer, but 
within a space ofa few minutes the barque 
heeled over and disappeared, the captain 
standing on the bridge and going down 
with her. The four survivors were able 
Just in the nick of time to jump, on to the 
deck of the British vessel ‘before the 
barque sank. | 
The four rescued men, accompanied by 
the captain of the Burutu, Mr. W. R. 
Jones, of Port Dinorwic, North Wales, 
landed at Portland yesterday morning, and 
were conveyed in taxi-cabs to Weymouth. 
They came for the purpose 4f making 
statements to the French Vice-Corigul, Mr. 
G. Symes, and as none of them could speak 
English their narratives were. taken down 
with the aid of an interpreter. 


TYPICAL BRITTANY SAILORS. 

The men were afterwards hospitably re- 
ceived at the Sailors’ Home of the British 
Sailors’ Society, and were given a hearty 
Christmas. meal. of roast beef and plum 
+} pudding.. Hardy-looking sailors, typical 
of the sea-going race of Brittany, to which 
all of them belong, I found them later on 
the quay, surrounded by a group of French 
sailors, who had come ashore from 4 
barque moored near by. 
They were smoking cigarettes while talk- 
ing in quiet. matter-of-fact tones about. 
their experiences, and when I asked them 
to rélate the story afresh they readily con- 
sented to do so, still maintaining their 
philosophic demeanour. 


A SUDDEN CRASH. 

They gave thei? names as Maurice 
Bihan, aged 24, of Quibrow; Georges 
Huiban, aged 23, of Quimper; Alexander 
Cariou, aged 25; of Guilvnec, and Joachim 
Huet; aged 35, of Vannes. 

Bihan, who lost a brother in the 
disaster, said: “There were nine of us on 
deck when the collision occurred. It was 
about 11.30. For about half an hour pre- 
vibus to that we had seen an English 
vessel steaming down channel. She was 
going at about nine or ten kuots an hour, 
and we were doing four or five knots. It 
was a moonlight night. Suddenly her 
bells and ours sounded at the same time, 
while there were frantic shouts from each 
of the vessels. It was too late, however, 
to change course, and the steamer struck 
us amidships. 


JUMP TO SAFETY. 

“Captain Govis, of Lile-aux-Moinés, who 
had beén in his bunk, was called, and 
took his position on the bridge, giving the 
order, ‘Qui peut." - The steamer seemed 
to get wedged in the barque. While they 
were i-terlocked we four were able to 
jump oh the English steamer, which lay 
on a level with us. - We hoped that all 
our mates would get safely aboard the 
steamer, too. 

“I cried from the deck of the English 
steamer for my brother Paul, and he 
called back to me from the deck of the 
barque: ‘Here I am; throw me a rope. 
I ' looked for one, but in another moment 
the barque seemed to tear herself away 
from the side of the steamer. She sank 
immediately, and all seemed to be over. 

“Her captain and mates must have 
been sucked down with the ship, for we 
heard not a single cry. Lighted lifebuoys 
had already been thrown out from the 
English steamer, and, by order of her 
captain, her two lifeboats were manned 
and let down. These made a vigilant 
search for about two hours, but all hope 
of finding our poor captain and mates 
had gone.
